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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Bauemfreund et al. 
(Bauemfreund) discloses foldable sidewall panels 20 which are folded and stitched at a center 
portion to make two wall segments 22 and 24. This doesn't meet the claim limitation "having a 
substantially vertical folding-seam forming two half-wall pockets, each half-wall pocket 
receiving one hard half-wall board embedded therein." Wang teaches rods or four triangular 
wall panels within each wall which doesn't form two half-wall pockets. Nickell et al. (Nickell) 
teaches a single board inserted within the correspondingly shaped pocket of each wall of an eight 
sided container (eight wall) which doesn't form two half-wall pockets. Claims 13 and 19 have 
similar structure wherein "two half-wall boards being separated from one another by a folding 
seam." Therefore, any combination of Bauemfreund, Wang and Nickell would not disclose the 
claimed invention. Furthermore, the claims require a closed bottom on which a hard bottom 
board is seated. Bauemfreund as shown in Fig. 3 doesn't disclose the closed bottom. Wang 
doesn't clearly show the bottom construction in any figure and the specification only states "a 
bottom wall." It can't be assumed that Wang's bottom is closed since a bottom with open seams 
may be employed. Nickell teaches a dispensing bottom which would be non-analogous in view 
of the use of a hard bottom board in the claimed invention. The bottom is claimed to be "bound 
to each sidewall along a bottom edge." The specification discloses the use of seams to bound the 
closed bottom. "Bound" is believed to mean "bound by tying." Bauemfreund and Wang don't 
disclose seams which bound the closed bottom.
